Last year, I received a most interesting document 
through the mails—the Syllabus of the Musical Festival 
held in Brighton, on the S’outh Coast of England, in April 
1941. No part of the Motherland was more exposed to attack 
from the enemy than the shores of the English Channel and 
yet, in the midst of the hottest period of the blitz the 
Brighton Festival was planned and carried through by its 
enthusiastic sponsors. Could one have more convincing evi- 
dence of the value of music to those who are directly expos¬ 
ed to the terrors of war? 

From all sides one hears further evidence that people 
want, and in fact need music in war time, and will make 
great sacrifices to ensure continuance of musical organiza- 
tions. It is good, therefore, to know that most of our 
leading competitive festivais are able to carry on this year 
in spite of all drawbacks, and I trust they will meet with 
every success.

VOCAL—Two $50.00 Scholarships will be awarded to competitors 
chosen from Classes 13 to 26, 40 to 44, 159 to 164, 166 and 
167 inclusive. 

One $25.00 Scholarship will be awarded to a competitor 
chosen from Classes 45 to 52 and 168 to 175 inclusive. 

PIANO—One $50.00 Scholarship will be awarded to a competitor 
chosen from Classes 71 to 79 and 193 to 195 inclusive. 

One $50.00 Scholarship will be awarded to a competitor 
chosen from Junior Classes 80 to 83, and 196 to 201 inclusive. 
One $25.00 Sbholarship will be awarded at the discretion of 
the Adjudicator. 

STRINGS—One $50.00 Scholarship, and one $25.00 Scholarship will 
be awarded to competitors chosen from Solo Classes for 
Stringed Instruments.

PROGRAMME PROCEDURE 

18. A competitor’s ticket will be forwarded to each individual com- 
petitor, a separate ticket being supplied for each class in which entry 
has been made. This ticket will duly set forth the order and time of the 
competition, and must be shown on demand by a steward. The Commit- 
tee reserves the right to disqualify any competitor who is not ready to 
compete withm five minutes of being called. 


19. Competitors must provi de their own accompanist. If necessary 
the Secretary will arrange for an efficient accompanist to act at the 
nominal fee of one dollar. 

20. Competitors must not commence until the signal is given by the 
Adjudicator. 

21. Such competitors as the Adjudicator may think fit may be 
selected from each class for a final test; the marks gained in the 
preliminary test will be added to those gained in the final test, and the 
awards will be in accordance with the gross totais. 

22. Competitors will be designated to the Adjudicator by number only. 

23. The chord will be given at the piano at the commencement of 
each piece of unaccompanied music. 

24. A preliminary test may be held in any class at the discretion of 
the Committee. 

25. Immediately the entry list is closed the Committee will decide the 
order in which the classes will be taken, and will ballot for the order of 
competing, but the Committee reserves the right to alter the order if 
necessary to suit competitors from a distance. The order of competing 
will appear in the programme. 

ADMISSION OF COMPETITORS AND PUBLIC 

26. Such regulations as may be found advisable will be made by the 
executive committee at the time of the festival regarding the general 
admission of competitors to the halls in which the competitions are held. 

27. The competitions shall be open to the public on payment of the 
price of admission fixed by the Committee. 

AWARDS AND PRIZES 

28. IN ORDER TO PRESERVE A HIGH STANDARD OF PER¬ 
FORMANCE IN ALL CLASSES, IT SHALL BE NECESSARY FOR A 
COMPETITOR TO BE AWARDED THE FOLLOWING MARKS: 

IN SHIELD CLASSES: lst PRIZE, 75 per cent. 

2nd PRIZE, 70 per cent. 

IN ALL OTHER CLASSES: lst PRIZE, 80 per cent. 

2nd PRIZE, 75 per cent. 

3rd PRIZE, 70 per cent. 

Unless these marks are obtained, the prizes will be withheld, 
regardless of the number of entries. 

29. Certificates, Shields and Trophies wilí be awarded at the close 
of the class. Winners of Scholarships will be announced on the last night 
of the Festival. In all matters connected with prizes, the decision of the 
Committee shall be final. 

30. THE ADJUDICAXOR S REPORT WILL BE SENT BY MAU. 
TO COMPETITORS UPON REQUEST. 

31. In those classes in which Challenge Shields or Trophies are 
awarded, these may be held by the winners until one month before the 
next Festival, and not longer than twelve months in all. The Committee 
must receive satisfactory assurance as to safe custody, Insurance and 
return of the prize to the Secretary. A Challenge Shield or Trophy will 
become the property of any competitor who wins the same three years 
in succession, provided that there is competition in at least one year. 

32. ENTRY FEES CANNOT UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES BE 
KEFUNDED. 

33. ALL TEST PIECES FOR SOLO COMPETITIONS MUST BE 
MEMORIZED. (Brass and Woodwind classes excepted.) 

34. THE ADJUDICATOR’S DECISION IS FINAL. 

35. The Committee reserves the right to appoint additional adjudica- 
tors if necessary. 

FINAL CONCERT 

36. First Prize Winners may be called upon to perform at a closing 
evening concert, and must be prepared to appear, if required to do so by 
the Committee. 

COMPLAINTS AND PROTESTS 

37. Complaints or protests must be made direct to the Secretary in 

writing during the Festival, and must be accompanied by a fee equivalent 
to the amount of the entry fee of the class protested. If protest is 
sustained, the f ee will be refunded. _
